After a four hour's drive we arrived 
at Mf.

We really weren’t pre­ 
pared

i t — this cozy little town 
guaranteed lo surprise even the sea 
soiled Florida traveler. 
It had l>een 
just a dot on the map to us—a siftall 
Town in north central Florida about 30 
miles north of Orlando. We had never 
heard of it until a friend suggested 
that we stop here on our way south. 


Mf. Dora perches on a hill over­ 
looking a beautiful lake, always pleas­ 
antly ruffled by balmy breezes. 
The 
town 
itself boasts several excellent 
hotels, a modern movie, several nearby 
golf courses, and a 
climate 
that’s 
warm and still invigorating. There is 
a homelike atmosphere here that is 
probably due to its year-round homes 
and its refreshing independence to­ 
ward tourists.
